MAKES A MAP 


OF WISCONSIN 


The 
Chicago 
& 
Northwestern 


Railway has just issued a new map 
of the fishing and hunting region of 
Northern Wisconsin and Michigan, 
which is of particular 
interest 
to 


Newark people as it is in part the 
work of a former 
Newark man, 


Ralph B. Miller, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
E. S. Miller of Hudson avenue. 


Mr Miller has spent his summers 


for a number of years in Wisconsin. 
During this time he has covered most 
of the northern part of the state by 
canoe, traveling over the routes of 
the early French explorers sometimes 
with only a compass and the half 
obliterated blazes to trappers 
and 


Indian hunters to guide him. On all 
these trips he has kept a "log" of 
his journpyings, noting the wilder- 
ness trails, the location and condi- 
tion of streams, pacing the distances 
on "portages," 
and 
mapping 
the 


snore line and islands of lakes inac- 
curately shown on such maps 
as 


were available. 
It is a summary of 


these "logs", together with the simi- 
lar work of other men, that 
has 


gone into the making of the 
new 


map, which is a marvel of complete- 
ness and accuracy in view of 
the 


fact that it covers a district in which 
there are seven thousand lakes and 
a great area of virgin forest, 
the 


last sands of uncut pine in the cen- 
tral northwest.
